WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
—Southern Senators 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia, 
today were planning to attempt 
revision of one section of the 
House civil rights bill, thus forc- 
ing the bill back to the House 
and delaying final passage. 

The House passed its five-point 
bill yesterday by a vote of 311 
to 109. 


Russell said the Southerners | 


in the Senate would attempt to 
modify a section of the bill 
which would make it a federal 
crime to interfere by ‘force or 
threats with court orders against 
school segregation. 

The Senate, in acting on a 
virtually identical section of its 
own bill, voted 65 to 19 to make 
such interference with any court 
orders a crime. 

Then the Senate killed 
whole section by a 49-35 vote.

Praise by Rogers. 

Attorney General William P. 
Rogers said enactment of the 
House bill “‘would represent a 
historic step forward in the ef- 
forts of the United States to 
make constitutional guarantees 
fully effective for all citizens 
in all areas of our country.” 

If the House bill is passed by 
the Senate without change, it 
will go directly to President Eis- 
enhower for his approval. 

After receiving the House bill 
yesterday, the Senate voted 86 
to 5 to refer it to its Judiciary 
Committee, but fixed a Tuesday 
midnight deadline for its return 
to the Senate. 

The action was taken on mo- 
tion of Majority Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson (Dem.), Texas, after 
the Senate rejected, 72 to 19, a 
move by Senator James O. East- | 
land (Dem.), Mississippi, to send 
the bill to the committee without 
any deadline. 

The committee will hold a 
hearing Monday on the House 
bill. This will signal the drive 
by southern Senators to revise 
the one section of the bill and 
delay its passage.

—Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter said today that some 
parts of Russia’s new nuclear 
weapons test ban proposal are 
unacceptable. 

Herter told a news conference 
that President Eisenhower and 
British Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan, in meetings beginning Mon- 
day, will try to see how fully 
they can reconcile the United 
States and British positions on 
the Soviet plan. 


The United States Government | 


has decided on its position, 
Herter said, but will not dis- 
close this to the Russians in 
three-power talks at Geneva un- 
til the Eisenhower - Macmillan 
discussions are concluded. 
Won’t Discuss Details. 


Herter would not discuss the 
Soviet plan in detail. He did

Congressional sources reported 
that Gen. Thomas D. White, Air 
Force chief of staff, disclosed 
the change in plans for the 
Bomarc missile in secret testi- 
mony before the defense sub- 
committee of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. 


Gen. White, these sources re- 
ported, said that the Air Force 
had decided to reduce its re- 
quest for Bomarc funds in the 
coming fiscal year from $420,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000. 

The reason, according to these 
sources, was ‘“‘changing military 
requirements” brought about by 
the Soviet shift from manned 
bombers to intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles. 

The supersonic Bomarc mis- 
sile, which has been under de- 
velopment for several years at 
an estimated cost of nearly three 
billion dollars is designed as an 
unmanned interceptor to des- 
troy enemy bombers. It is use- 
less as a defense weapon against 
ballistic missiles. 

Technical Difficulties. 


Another reason for the Air 
Force move, however, is that 
development of an advanced ver- 
sion of the Bomarc, known as 
‘Bomarc B, has run into serious 
technical difficulties. 

Dr. Herbert F. York, director 
of research and engineering in 
the Defense Department, re 
ferred to these difficulties in 
testimony yesterday before a 
closed session of a Senate Ap- 
propriations subcommittee. 

(United Press International re- 
ported that Dr. York said that 
addition of a nuclear-powered 
bomber to the nation’s military 
strength “probably lies beyond 


1970.”” He told the Senators that 
some progress has been made 
toward an atomic plane “but 
many very difficult problems re- 
main.” 

(On other subjects, he ex- 
pressed concern about the cost 
of Nike-Zeus anti-missile missiles 
and he questioned whether the 
cost would justify completion of 
the B-70 bomber, U.P.I. said. 
York said the effective radius 
of land that could be defended 
by the Nike-Leus would be 
relatively small. He said the B- 
70 long-range bomber could not 
be operational until 1965. By that 
time, he said, the nation will 
have intercontinental ballistic 
missiles in quantity.) 

Decision Up to Gates. 

It was believed that a final 
decision on the Bomarc project 
probably would await the return 
of Defense Secretary Thomas S. 
Gates from Europe next month. 

The original concept was that 
the missile would be deployed 
along the coasts and the north- 
ern boundary of the United 
States. In the advanced version, 
the missile would have a range 
of 400 miles. 

According to a “‘master’’ mis- 
sile air defense plan worked out 
by the Pentagon last year at 
congressional insistence, the Bo- 
marc system was to be supple- 
mented by Army Nike missiles 
surrounding cities and target 
areas. This air defense missile 
system, however, has come 
under increasing congressional 
criticism, on the ground that it 
was not only extremely costly 
but outdated. 

Meanwhile, a missile expert 
told Congress that the nation’s 
missile-space program was be- 
ing held back, not by lack of 
money, but by lack of decisions. 


“We are held back by our 
slow pace in choosing goals and 
making decisions and in organiz- 
ing and arranging to get things 
done,”’ Dr. Simon Ramo testified 
before the House Committee on 
Science and Astronautics. 


Dr. Ramo is executive vice 
president of Thompson Ramo 
Wooldridge, Inc., and formerly 
president of its subsidiary, 
Space Technology Laboratories. 
These laboratories have pro- 
vided the over-all scientific di- 
rection for the Air Force’s 
ballistic missile programs and 
have been responsible for many 
of the space probes, including 
the recently launched Pioneer V. 


Critical of ‘System.’ 


Dr. Ramo made clear that he 
was not being critical of the 
persons in charge of the missile 
and space programs but rather 
“the system” under which they 
must operate. 

_ He suggested that officials in 
charge of space programs in the 
_Defense Department and space 
‘agency should be given ‘‘the 
maximum of license’ to make

NEW YORK, March 25 (AP)—

4. Elimination of bonding pro- 
visions in laws governing initia- 
tion for consolidation proposals 
by petition, and a proposal that 
municipalities stand the expense 
of unsuccessful elections instead 
of petitioners. 

Action on the plan was delayed 
until the League’s next meeting, 
at the request of several mem- 
bers. 

Mayor Henry J. Deeken of 
Olivette, chairman of the com- 
mittee which made the propos- 
als, said the plan would end 
“indiscriminate” incorporation 
of new municipalities as well as 
make it easier for existing cities 
to consolidate. 

Under present law, he pointed 
out, a consolidation proposal can 
be initiated only by residents of 
the areas concerned, through the 
initiative petition method. Giving 
the county council authority to 
originate a consolidation pro- 
posal would open an additional, 
and possibly less difficult, ave- 
nue to a merger of two com- 
munities, Deeken said. 

If the council were authorized 
to pass on requests for incorpo- 
ration of new communities, he 
said, such requests would be re- 
ferred by the council to the 
of ty Planning and Zoning 
Cdmmission. 

e commission would investi- 
gaté the incorporation plan, hold 
public hearings and then recom- 
mend either approval or disap- 
proval by the council. The com- 
mission’s recommendation would 
govern, unless the council over- 
rode it by a two-thirds majority 
vote. 


Deeken said the over-all pur- 
pose of the committee’s plan is 
to guard against the county's 
governmental structure becom- 
ing “frozen” against needed re- 
visions. 

The law fs so restrictive now 
that it is virtually impossible for 
a consolidation proposal to be 
initiated, he said. If initiated, 
it is extremely difficult to win 
the required margin of voter ap- 
proval, Deeken added. 

For these reasons, he said, the 
committee recommended that 
petitioners be relieved of liabil- 
ity for costs of an unsuccessful 
election, and the requirement 
that they post a bond for double 
the anticipated expense of an 
election. 

Deeken said the committee’s 
recommendations would apply 
also to consolidation proposals 
for fire, water and sewer dis- 
tricts. 

Professor Carl A. McCandless, 
of the Washington University de- 
partent of political science, in- 
dorsed the proposals as a step 
toward solving many Of the 
county’s co-ordination problems. 

“The time will come when 
many county residents will 
recognize they can get better 


service at less cost by combina- 


tion or co-operation,” he said. 

“But this will never happen if 
we must wait for popular as- 
sent. The county council is the 
proper authority to recommend 
consolidation, based on the rec- 
ommendation of the Planning 
and Zoning Commission.” 

He said the council should also 
be empowered to authorize new 
incorporations, since it can then 
exercise some control in an area 
virtually without regulation.

the case sometime between Oct. 
20, 1958, when the FPC com- 
pleted oral arguments on the 
matter and closed the public rec- 
ord, and Oct. 31, when the com- 
mission decided the case. 

Testifying before the House In-- 
terstate Commerce Committee 
Wednesday, Kuykendall denied 
that he had committed an im- 
propriety. He said the commis- 
sion did not change its decision 
because of Corcoran’s visits. 

Connole and Kline also denied 
that their views had been in- 
fluenced by their talks with 
Corcoran. Both men acknowl- 
edged however, that his visits 
constituted ‘‘representations out- 
side the record.” 

The case could have political 
repercussions in an_ election 
year. Kuykendall, a Republican 
appointed to the FPC by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in 1953, has 
been criticized frequently by 
Democrats as being too friendly 
with the natural gas interests 
which the FPC regulates.

FPC Chairman Kuykendall 
Long at Odds With Liberals

WASHINGTON, March 25—Je- 
rome Kenneth Kuykendall, chair- 
man of the Federal Power Com- 
mission, is a private-power man 
whose philosophy led him into a 
public war with Senate liberals 
in 1957. They accused him of 
many things and kept him off 
the payroll nearly two months 
that summer by delaying action 
on his nomination for a second 
term. The public-power liberals 
stirred a dispute that sounded 
like preparations for a behead- 
ing, but when the vote was 
taken, Kuykendall won, 50 to 25. 

Demonstrating that the battle 
was more philosophical than 
anything else, Senator Warren 
G. Magnuson, a chief antagonist, 
refrained from enacting his role 
of executioner. Magnuson, a 
Democrat, comes from the State 
of Washington, as does Kuyken- 
dall, a Republican. The Senator 
simply could have declared the 
nominee ‘‘personally obnoxious,”’ 
and that would have ended it. 

On the contrary, when the bat- 
tle was over, Senator Magnuson, 
who also serves on the Appropri- 
ations Committee, saw to it that 
Kuykendall suffered no payroll 
penalty for the delay in confir- 
mation. 

Kuykendall, whose off-the-rec- 
ord talks with a Power Commis-

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
—The mext recession will not 
come before 1961, Government 
economists predicted today. 

Officials reported privately 
that national output in the Janu- 
ary-March quarter has reached 
the rate of about 500 billion dol- 
lars a year, the largest gain in 
any quarter since 1950. 

This was an advance estimate | 
of the actual figure. It would | 
represent an advance of roughly | 
1614 billion dollars since the last | 
quarter of i959, when the econ- | 
omy was still beset by the steel 
strike and its after effects. 

The gain, largest sinc: the out- 
break of the Korean war, was 
accomplished without price in- | 
flation and despite a February 
slowdown in steel and auto pro- 
duction. 

Much of the gain was attrib- 
uted to industry’s race to re- 
place inventories depleted during 
the 115-day steel shutdown which 
ended early in November. A 
slower rate of accumulation is 
expected from now on. 

Foresee Gains. 

Nevertheless, continued gradu- 
al production gains through the 
year were foreseen by Govern- 
ment experts, who were un- 
worried by recent stock market 
slumps and a rapid easting of 
credit. 

The Government analysts be- 
lieve a substantial rise in outlays | 
for new plants, machinery and | 
equipment will keep the economy | 
expanding. 

Corporations have notified the | 
Commerce Department and Se- | 
curities and Exchange Commis- | 
sion of plans to increase such | 
outlays this year by 14 per cent 
over 1959. The rate in the sec- 
ond half of the year is expected 
to reach a record 38 billion dol- 
jars annually. 

Some officials believe it may 
reach a rate of 39 or even 40 
billion dollars by fall. 

The time to look for a reces- 
sion would be in 1961, as the 
companies taper off their ex- 
pansion outlays to let demand 
catch up with their new capacity, 
one highly placed official said. 
In 1960, he continued, a reces- 
sion is conceivable “only if the | 
automobile industry goes sour.’’ 

Unworried by Slumps. 

The Washington economists | 
profess to be unworried by the 
recent. sharp slumps in_ stock 
prices, the rise in prices of Gov- 
ernment bonds, the general eas- 
ing of credit and decline of in- 
terest rates. They found three 
explanations for the situation. 

The first is the indication of 
price stability, discouraging mar- 
ket speculation. The second is 
that the Government, running a 
good budget surplus, is paying 
off debt instead of borrowing 
new money, thus leaving sub- 
stantial amounts of private funds 
seeking other investments. 

The third is that corporation 
profits are breaking records. 
Companies therefore can finance | 
their plant and equipment expan- | 
sion very largely by using re- | 
tained earnings instead of bor- 
rowing. 


NO CHANCE FOR SPACE TALKS 
IN’60, HAMMARSKJOLD SAYS 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
March 25 (AP) — Dag Hammar- 
skjold said yesterday that East- 
West differences have ruled out 
the possibility of an internation- 
al scientific conference on outer 
space in 1960. 

The United Nations Secretary 
General told a news conference 
he thinks it now is too late to 
make the necessary arrange- | 
ments. 

Hammarskjold said he is dis- | 
appointed that negotiatioris be- 
tween United States delegate 
Henry Cabot Lodge and Soviet 
delegate Arkady A. ~ Sobolev 
have failed to bring the 
committee into session. One of 
the major difficulties involves 
Sobolev’s insistence that a Rus- 
sian be named secretary gen- 
eral of the conference. Lodge 
wants Hammarskjold to name a 
neutral.

Eighty new car dealer-mem- 
bers of the Greater St. Louis 


Automotive Association, Inc., 


are authorized to display in| 
their showrooms and advertis- | 


ing the official “Seal of In- 
tégrity” emblem symbolizing 
their adherence the the Code 
of Ethics and Standards for 
Advertising, recently incor- 
porated into the association’s 
bylaws. 

The code provides, in brief, 
dealer-member adherence to 
dependable advertising where- 
in advertised prices also are 
complete; written guarantees 
and copies of orders and mort- 
gage papers provided to cus- 
tomers at the time of the sale; 
bona fide descriptions in re- 
gard to “demonstrator,” “ex- 
ecutive’s” and “Official’s” 
cars; honestly defined “free” 
offers. 

Also specifically defined 
“driving trial” agreements, in 
writing; dealer 
lots and other departments 
closed on Sundays and legal 
holidays; prohibition of mis- 
leading trade offers, “baiting” 
by advertising low “decoy” 
prices, “highball” sales tactics, 
“bushing” of selling prices and 
“packed” payments; and pro- 
hibition of customer signa- 
tures on blank mortgage 
papers. 

Display or use of the em- 
blem may be prohibited to any 
dealer-member if he is found 
guilty by the association’s ju- 
diciary committee of violating 
the Code and therefore is sus- 
pended or expelled from the 
association for such violation.

“There is every reason to 
believe that last year’s record 
$40 million sales figure for 
new cars sold at the show, also 
will be shattered,” Snitow said. 

“Industry surveys show that 
the public is in a buying frame 
of mind, with more money to 
spend on hard goods than at 
any time since the 1957 reces- 
sion,” he continued.

One top Ford executive 
says: “We feel that our busi- 
hess is too valuable to the na- 
tional economy to be jeopard- 
ized by individuals who volun- 
teer tO run it on the basis of 
their opinions or to guide its 
rourse by seaman’s eye. We 
Riso feel that marketing re- 
Bearch has reached a stage 
where, if we neglect the use 
of the information it provides, 
we would be violating our re- 
sponsibility.” 

Number of Variables. 


Robert J. Eggert, manager 
of marketing research for 
Ford Motor Co. since 1957, de- 
scribes market research as 
more like weather forecasting. 
“In both fields forecasters 
are confronted by an almost 
infinite number of variables,” 
he said. But on the whole he 
‘thinks market research has the 
edge for accuracy. 

Eggert says that by “proper 
market research it is now pos- 
sible to get a very good idea 
of the breadth and depth of a 
potential market, to learn 
where customers for a spe- 
cific product are likely to be 
found, and to determine how 
they can best be told about it.” 


The auto industry, because 

of the two to three years it 
takes to move a new model 
from the drawing boards to 
the public, often appears slow 
in reacting to public opinion. 
~ “The time lagtcan be a hand- 
feap,” Eggert agrees. “Never- 
theless, market research can 
be a valuable aid to manage- 
fhent in making decisions. It 
Won't substitute for judgment 
@r experience, but it can sup- 
plement those factors.” 
* At Ford, for example, mar- 
Ret research is brought in at 
the very early stages of prod- 
uct planning to make long- 
fange forecasts on the total 
gize of the car market three 
years hence, based on trends 
in the general economy, popu- 
lation, family formation and 
the age of cars on the road. 

It is used to keep the top 
brass aware of what the public 
likes and dislikes in current 
products, on color choices, ac- 
cessories and styling. At the 
moment, Eggert says, his de- 
partment is keeping a close 
eye on public acceptance of the 
new smaller cars that came on 
the market this fall. 

Ford’s decision to go ahead 
with its compact Falcon came 
in early 1957 after 14 market 
surveys. By the time the Fal- 
con was introduced last Sep- 
tember, market research indi- 
cated a sale of 750,000 to one 
million new American com- 
pact cars in the first full year. 

“It looks as if we were con- 
servative,” Eggert said. “I’m 
often accused of being con- 
servative. But because of the 
artificial shortages of cars 
caused by the steel strike, it 
is too soon to tell. It probably 
will be March before we can 
judge the accuracy of our 
forecasts,”

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Four-Cylinder Engine 


Expected to Make 
Comeback in 1961 


DETROIT, Mich. (UPI)— 


Four-cylinder engines, un-|C 


known to American-made pas- 
wenger cars for seven years, 
are expected to make a come- 
back in 1961, 

Pontiac is planning to use 
a four-cylinder in-line engine 
on the new small car it is ex- 
pected to introduce along 
with its 1961 models. 

Ford Motor Co. is known to 
be working on a four-cylinder 
engine for use in a new sub- 
compact car its engineers have 
been working on to compete 
with imported makes such as 
the Volkswagen and Renault. | 

Details of the Ford engine | 
are not known but it is re- 
portéd that engineers were 
considering the use of alumi- 
num in the cylinder block. 

The Pontiac engine was ex- 

cted to be made of cast iron 

ut, otherwise, it will ws 
little resemblance to the old- 
time four-cylinder engines. 

Sources say it will be tilted 
45 degrees, making it look 
much like a V-8 engine cut in 
half between the two banks 
of cylinders. This engine will 
have almost 200 cubic inches 
of displacement and will de- 
velop as much horsepower as 
any of the sixes currently 
used in compact cars, about 
12 


5. 

The last American - made 
cars to use four-cylinder en- 
gines were the Aerd Willys 
and the Henry J, both of 
which halted production in 
Fen the Henry J after only 
our years of existence. _ 

The four-cylinder engine 
was the basic powerplant of 
most economical cars in the 
auto industry’s early history. 
It was used by the Model T 
and Model A Fords. | 

But the demand for greater | 
power and smoother engine | 
operation soon brought the 
six-cylinder engine into domi- 
nance and eventually the V-8. 

The obvious advantage of 
greater economy and the fact 
that it was an inherently effi- 
cient engine were the strong 
points of the four - cylinder 
powerplant. Other advan- 
tages included less mainte- 
nance costs than other engines 
with more cylinders, because 
of its fewer moving parts, and 
its lighter weight. 

There is a ceiling, however, 
on how much power four cyl- 
inders can develop. Modern 
engineering achievements 
have boosted that ceiling con- 
siderably, particularly through 
high compression ratios, but 
no engineer would think of 
putting a four-cylinder engine 
in a standard sized car today. 

Because of the greater lapse

the engineers to put the car- 
buretor farther from the cyl- 
inders to which it feeds a 
fuel-air mixture. 

‘Longer intake manifolds 
means the amount of fuel-air 
mixture delivered to each cyl- 
inder is more nearly equal. 
With shorter manifolds, the 
cylinders close to the car- 
buretor get more fuel than 
those at the ends.

While reporting record 
Rambler exports in 1959, W. H. 
Thoreson, director of automo- 
tive export of American Mo- 
tors Corp., 
“discriminatory practices” in- 
volving the shipment of U.S.- 
built cars to Europe. 

“Not only are duty and taxes 
in European countries set at 
almost prohibitive levels, but 
shipping charges from East 
Coast ports to Europe are 
double those for the same car 
coming back to the United 
States,” Thoreson said. 

These barriers contributed 
to the reduction of total ship- 
ments of U.S. cars in 1959 to 
a postwar low of 116,520 cars, 
he said. The peak export year 
in the 1950’s was 1955 when 
252,000 cars were shipped. 

Imports to this country, 
meanwhile, have soared from 
30,000 in 2954 to about 650,000 
in 1959. 

“The about-face in the auto 
import-export picture has ad- 
versely influenced the foreign 
trade balance in excess of a 
half billion dollars in 1959,” 
Thoreson said. 

Rambler exports rose to a 
peak of 5180 units in 1959, up 
58 per cent over 1958 ship- 
ments. The total included 423 
Ramblers shipped abroad for 
U.S. Government use. Ship- 
ments in the last three months 
of 1959 were more than dou- 


ble those in the same quarter | 


of 1958, Thoreson said. 
“Rambler sales abroad have 

continued to climb because of 

a continually increasing de- 


mand for compact cars with a | 


good balance between size, 
power and economy,” Thore- 
son said, “Many of the cars 
built abroad are too small for 
average family use and are 
underpowered.” 

Thoreson pointed out “that 
duty rates and taxes imposed 
on U.S. cars by European 
countries which have their 
Own auto-making facilities 
range from 35 to 69 per cent, 
based on landed cost price, in- 
Cluding ocean freight and ma- 
fine insurance, on engine cubic 
inch displacement and/or 
weight.” 


By contrast, the U.S. charges 
a flat import duty on all cars 
Gf 8.5 per cent of the price, 
€xcluding ocean freight, plus 
the federal excise of 10 per 
cent. Thus, all imported cars 
are treated equally, regardless 
of size, horsepower, weight, 
price or country of origin, 
Thoreson said. 

“The U.S. rate formerly was 
substantially higher but in re- 
cent years has been reduced 
by a half per cent a year to 
help bring about tariff reci- 
procity, which has not been

ALLEY SPRING STATE PARK is located in Shannon 
County, 6 miles west of Eminence on State Highway 
106. The overnight campgrounds ere located on 
both sides of the Spring branch. Excellent swimming 
is provided in the clear, cool water of Jack's Fork. 
The old ged mill, built in 1870, is a landmark in the 
——— and stands on the bank of the Spring 
pool. 


ARROW ROCK STATE PARK is located in Saline 
County, 15 miles east of Marshall on State Highway 
41. The famous, old Arrow Rock Tavern was built 
about 1830 by Judge Joseph Huston, and is fur- 
nished with antique furniture of the period which 
the old tevern represents. Excellent meals are served 
in the Old Tavern, and it is listed as one of the 
better places in the mid-west to eat. Ample picnic 
and: camping facilities, with tables and ovens, are 
provided in this 34-acre park. 


BABLER STATE PARK is located 20 miles west of 
St. Louis on State Highway 109 off of St. Louis 
County CC. It was laid out and developed under 
the supervision of many of America’s best park and 
forestery authorities and is intended as e great play- 
ground for the St. Louis area. This park is not 
operated by the Missouri State Park Board. 


BENNETT SPRING STATE PARK is not only one of 
the oldest but is the most popular park in the 
system. Bennett Spring State Park, consisting of 
730 acres, is located 12 miles west of Lebanon on 
Highway 64, 


BIG LAKE STATE PARK is located in Holt County, 
11 miles southwest of Mound City on State Highway 
118. This park, consisting of 110 acres adjoins 625- 
acre Orbow Lake. 


BIG OAK TREE STATE PARK, containing 1,007 
acres, 80 acres of which are in virgin timber, is 
located in Mississippi County from Road A on 
Highway 102. Picnic tables, ovens snd a shelter are 
provided for the day visitors. 


BIG SPRING STATE PARK, consisting of 5,642 
acres, is located in Carter County, 4 miles south of 
Van Buren on State Highway 103. The facilities in 
the park are numerous for picnicking, tent and trail- 
er camping, swimming, nature trails, naturalist, boat- 
ing, public boat launching. ramp, fishing, bridle 
trails and horses, modern cabins, store and dining 
lodge. 


CONFEDERATE MEMORIAL STATE PARK is located 
in Lafayette County, | mile north of Higginsville on 
State Highway 20. 


CROWDER STATE PARK is located in Grundy 
County, 2 miles west of Trenton on Highway 6 A 
man-made 20-ecre lake provides swimming, fishing 
and boating. ‘Picnicking and overnight camping is 
populer throughout the season as is the enclosed 
shelter,

CUIVRE RIVER STATE PARK is located in Lincoln 
County, 5 miles east of Troy on Highwey 147. The 
public use area is equipped for picnicking and over- 
night camping. 


FORT ZUMWALT STATE PARK, containing 48 
ecres, is located in St. Charles County, I mile west 
of O'Fallon on Alt. U.S. Highway 40. 


JOHNSON SHUT-INS STATE PARK is located in 
the northeast corner of Reynolds County, 8 miles 


north of Lesterville on County M. This 2,400-acre} 


park will be left in its wilderness state with only 


facilities provided for picnicking, overnight camp- 


ing and nature trails. 


KNOB NOSTER STATE PARK is located in Johnson 
County at Knob Noster on U. S. Highway 50. This 
3441-acre tract is heavily wooded, and has many 
miles of nature trails built for those who enjoy hiking 
and nature study. Several lakes have been built to 
provide swimming and fishing. Other facilities are: 
picnic tebles, ovens, shelters and overnight camp- 
grounds. 


LAKE OF THE OZARKS STATE PARK, located near 
Osage Beach, is the largest in the Missouri State 
Park system, containing 16,335 acres, It has 89 miles 
of shore line and about 4,000 acres of water. 


LAKE WAPPAPELLO STATE PARK consists of 1,854 
acres of an area known as the Allison Peninsula on 
Lake Wappapello. The area is located approximetely 


from U. S. Hwy. 67. 


LEWIS & CLARK STATE PARK, consisting of 60 
acres, is 20 miles southwest of St. Joseph on U. S. 
Highway 59. 


MARK TWAIN STATE PARK is located in Monroe 
County, 12 miles east of Paris on State Highway 
107, and is a memoriel to Mark Twain. This park 
consists of 1,192 acres of rough end tumble terrain.

| Addressing the National Con- 
ruction Industry Conference of 

e United States Chamber of 

ommerce On building markets 
in the Soaring Sixties, Dr. George 
Cline Smith, vice president and 
chief economist of F. W. Dodge 
Corporation, said that the decade 
would be characterized by growth 
and change. 

Growth, he said, will be pro- 
vided by 34 million additional 
persons—equal to the combined 
present populations of Canada, 
Cuba and Australia—and by ris- 
ing standards of living. 


As to change, Dr. Smith cited 
particularly prospects for a 
changing product-mix in hous- 
ing, in response to population 
and economic factors, which will 
put increasing emphasis on apart- 
ments. 


Three Reasons. 

Among the reasons for more 
apartment building, Dr. Smith 
cited: 

1. Relative neglect of this type 
of structure in the period after 
World War II. 

2. Increased costs of single- 
family homes which “‘are pro- 
digious consumers of land and 
facilities.” 

3. The fact that the most rap- 
idly growing adult population 
groups will be amofig the young, 
newly married and the elderly, 
both of which groups are ‘‘more 
likely to want and to bé able to 
afford smaller units, and presutn- 
ably will prefer (or have to ac- 
cept rental wnits.” 


In addition to these factors, 
Dr. Smith said there was a re- 
mote but real possibility that 
home ownership might be struck 
a blow by proposed changes in 
the Federal income tax laws 
which would end the deductible 
status of interest on mortgages 
and local property taxes. 


“Home ownership presently 
enjoys some tax advantages over 
renting,””’ Dr. Smith said. ‘‘Most 
families are now in Federal tax 
brackets of some sort; and home- 
owning families are able to save 
by deducting local property taxes 
and interest on mortgages. If 
these deductions should be ended, 
home ownership would imme- 
diately become less attractive.

Seems Desirable. 

“In recent years we have 
tended to become more and 
more a nation of home owners. 
This seems highly desirable, 
since home owners tend to be 
stable and responsible citizens. 
Property ownership of any sort 
is one of the best deterrents to 
all breeds of totalitarianism. 
The arguments in favor of max- 
imum extension of home owner- 
ship seem overwhelming, and 
we should not lightly tamper 
with it by juggling of the tax 
laws. This is not an argument 
against rental housing, which 
certainly has its place. But in 
the Sixties, with other factors al- 
ready promoting rental housing, 
it would seem highly unwise to 
add to the obstacles faced by 
home ownership by removing its 
tax advantage s—advantages 
which were clearly and delib- 
erately granted by Congress 
when it first passed the income 
tax law. 

“I do not want to give the im- 
pression that building of single- 
family homes is going to enter 
a pefiod of decline in the Six- 
ties. I suspect that they will con- 
tinue to constitute the great ma- 
jority of all units built. But 
what I am siying, in sum, is that 
multiple units will probably gain 
somewhat in importance during 
the decade.” 

Population Double. 

Dr. Smith éstimated that new 
construction — residential, non- 
resideftial and heavy engineer- 
ing—would amount to about 
$600,000,000,000 in the decade of 
the 1960s, in terms of present- 
day dollars. Another $300,000,- 
000,000 is estimated for main- 
tenance and repair, making a 
total market for construction 
goods ahd services of $900,000,- 
000,000 during the decade. 

Looking beyond the Sixties, 
Dr. Smith said, our national 
population will just about double 
by the year 2000. To take care 
of this growth, we will in es- 
sence, have to double all the fa- 
cilities that now exist—housing, 
schools, offices, stores . . . prac- 
tically everything you can 
name. We will literally, in the 
life of a 40-year mortage, have 
to build another United States. 


Building Trade Journal 
Sees Good Year in ‘60 


Increased activity is ahead for 
all three phases of the light con- 
struction market: new residen- 
tial, remodeling, and new non- 
residential. 

Inventory of houses is running 
@ normal pattern. 

Reconfirming the uptrend is 
evidence of very strong land im- 
provement activity, especially in 
the south and west. 

The feeling about available fi- 
nancing continues to reflect a rel- 
ative tightness with VA financing 
apparently all but extinct. 

More housing starts, but a turn 
slightly away from the trend to 
higher-priced homes that began 
to develop by mid-1959. 

Land availability continues to 
be a major problem for builders. 

These conclusions summarize 
the first annual report of the Bu- 
reau of Building Marketing Re- 
search, sponsored by Industrial 
Publications, Inc., Chicago, a 
division of Cahners Publishing 
Company, Inc., Boston. 

Contrary to many gloomy fore- 
casts of 1960 housing starts, the 
builders themselves see no such 
downturn from 1959 levels, ex- 
cept in the west north central 
region, reports BBMR. 

Sees Steady Rise. 

“While the builders’ forecast 
does not invalidate the more 
cautious predictions of 1960 resi- 
dential starts, it should serve as 
a guide,” says Gene T. Skrivan, 
director of the Bureau, and 
adds: 

“It would be pure folly to put 
a dime on the chances of 1960 
starts exceeding 1959 by 25 per 
cent; certainly a bit of the ‘etern- 
al optimist’ is showing through. 
On the other hand, when a rep- 
resentative group of almost 1000 
builders, large and small, from 
all sections of the country, pre- 
dict a continued rise in housing 
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starts, it makes good sense to 
listen.” 

Most significant is that all De- 
partment of Commerce geo- 
graphic divisions, except the 
west north central, indicate wide 
gains expected in 1960 housing 
starts, and the Bureau believes 
its forecast of 1,302,000 new 
homes for 1960 seems quite rea- 
sonable at this point. 

The 1960 home prices will stay 
very close to 1959 prices, is the 
prediction of BBMR. The move 
toward higher priced homes ob- 
served during the final three 
quarters of 1959 has apparently 

out. 1960 anticipated 
prices actually show a .4 per 
cent decline from 1959, accord- 
ing to BBMR. 


BBMR figures show that the 
Pacific, east north central, and 
mid-Atlantic states will continue 
to build the highest average-price 
houses with New England and 
west north central next, followed 
by the southern and mountain 
states. 

Business Uptrend. 

Continued high participation in 
remodeling construction marked 
the BBMR annual report survey 
findings. During the year nearly 
six of every 10 builders were en- 
gaged in some remodeling ac- 
tivity. The survey indicates that 
room additions will continue as 
a prime source of remodeling 
jobs, but kitchen remodeling will 
show the greatest upturn during 
1960. 

Builders’ etsimate of 1960 non- 
residential construction, accord- 
ing to BBMR, show significant 
increases particularly in com- 
mercial and industrial building. 

In every area of the nation, 
builders forecast improved gen- 
eral business conditions for 1960.

Builders say that 
houses in all price classes will 
be selling better in 1960, the cur- 
rent outlook is brightest for mid- 
die and lower priced homes, 
Availability of land is still one 
of the major problems facing 
builders in most areas.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Na- 
tional Asoociation of Home Build- 
ers is acting to solve the complex 
problems of planing and devel- 
oping land on which to house 
America. 


Martin L. Bartling, N.A.H.B.

an agreement with the Urban 
Land Institute for a research 
study in the past, present and 
future residential use of land. 
“Fresh, new thinking in the 
use of land is needed in anticipa- 
tion of greatly expanded housing 


in the years ahead,” 
Bartling said. 
“We feel that imaginative 


thought applied by knowledge- 
able, experienced persons to the 
problem of land subdivision may 
well produce practical sugges- 
tions for methods greatly im- 
proved over those in current 
practice.” 
Six Months Study. 

U.L.I. will retain the firm of 
Harman, O’Donnell & Henninger 
Associates, Inc., Denver, Colo., 
to carry out the study during 
the next six months. The 
N.A.H.B. will provide $9500 for 
the study, augmented by addi- 
tional funds from the U.L.L

Bartling said that the timeli- 
ness of this study by private en- 
terprise could not be over-empha- 
sized. He pointed out that the 
building industry, for some time, 
used the rule of thumb that the 
cost of the finished lot should 
run about 10 per cent of the sale 
price of the house. In 1957, that 
figure edged up to 15 per cent 
and now is between 18 and 20 
per cent. 


“Obviously, anything that we 
can do to reduce that cost is 
going to be of benefit to the home 
buyer,” Bartling said.

AGREE ON BORDER 
AND $21,000,000 AID 


TOKYO, March 25 (AP) — 
Communist China and Nepal to- 
day announced a preliminary 
boundary agreement that helps 
Peiping put-on a peaceful face 
for Premier Chou En-lai’s bor- 
der talks in India next month. 

Peiping also granted Nepal the 
equivalent of $21,000,000 in aid 
“without any political conditions 
attached.” 

Details of a communique is- 
sued by the Red Chinese premier 
and Prime Minister B. P. Koi- 
rala of Nepal were broadcast 
by Peiping radio. The communi- 
que was signed in Peiping Mon- 
day at the end of Koirala’s two- 
week visit. He returned yester- 
day to Nepal, a Himalayan buf- 
fer state between India and Com- 
munist China.

Mr. Symington In 


The reasons for Senator Symington’s formal 
declaration of his presidential candidacy 
ahead of schedule are fairly plain. He was 
not going anywhere very fast as an unan- 
nounced candidate, and he was afraid that if 
Senator Kennedy should win an impressive 
victory in Wisconsin it might then be too late 
to overtake him. 

The Kennedy forces are doing everything 
within their power, of course, to create a band- 
wagon psychology, and if the young man from 
Massachusetts walks away from Senator Hum- 
phrey in a couple of primaries, Democratic 
politicians in all parts of the country will be 
powerfully tempted to throw in their lot with 
him.

He has laid himself out to enchant the elec- 
torate, rather than to convince it that he 
would really be the best President available. 
His campaign has all the excitement, razzle- 
dazzle and irrelevance of a college contest 
for Boy Most Likely to Succeed. It is a skill- 
fully managéd effort at blitz. But it leaves 
unanswered in many minds just exactly what 
Senator Kennedy stands for, just what kind 
of President he would be, just how comove- 
tently he would meet the obligations of the 
most important office on earth.

Yet if it is wrong to oppose a candidate be- 
cause he is a Catholic it is equally wrong to 
support a candidate because he is a Catholic. 
According to Samuel Lubell, five out of six 
Wisconsin Catholics interviewed favor Ken- 
nedy over Humphrey. Do they favor him for 
his qualifications, or for his religion? How 
can Catholics expect others to ignore the 
question of religion if they themselves make 
it a matter of first importance? The obligation 
to weigh candidates by their positive qualifi- 
cations rests upon persons of all faiths, and 
any introduction of a religious issue from any 
quarter does damage to our democracy. 

Whether Senator Symington can check the 
Kennedy flash flood we would not venture to 
guess. His own qualifications have not struck 
too many voters as overpowering, and they 
may seem even less impressive if President 
Eisenhower, on the eve of the Democratic 
convention, should present the country with a 
Berlin settlement and a nuclear testing treaty.

Small Case, Big Issue 3 
In the Thompson case from Kentucky the 


Supreme Court has handed down a decision 


that cannot be too widely publicized. It is 
important because it involves a nobody, and 
it should be known because it puts strictures 
on the sort of police court actions taken daily 
in every American city. Further, it gives no- 
tice that the judicial doctrine of de minimis 
does not apply when a substantive issue is 
before the high court, no matter how small 
the case or how obscure the litigants. 

The scene of the crime was Louisville. Sam 
Thompson, a middle-aged Negro, was con- 
victed and fined a total of $20 for loitering 
and disorderly conduct. Two policemen found 
him “shuffling” in a cafe, an action they fur- 
ther described as “patting his foot” on the 
floor in time to some juke box music. They 
arrested him for loitering (he said he was 
waiting for a bus after dining on macaroni 
and beer). When they got him outside, the 
officers said, he became “very argumenta- 
tive,” so they also charged him with disorder- 
ly conduct. 

The court, in its unanimous decision, 
brushed aside facts that some might consider 
pertinent—that Thompson had been arrested 
more than.50 times in the last year or so by 
the Louisville police, and that he was serving 
a 30-day sentence for drunkenness on the 
day his case was argued. It held simply that 
the convictions were unconstitutional because 
there was no evidence to support them, ex- 
plaining that a conviction without evidence 
violates the Fourteenth Amendment. 

Justice Black said in writing the court’s 
opinion that it was clear Thompson did not 
violate the Louisville ordinance against loiter- 
ing, and that the only evidence of disorderly 
conduct was the allegation that he was argu- 
mentative. Justice Black said there was no 
evidence to show the argumentativeness ad- 
versely affected the good order and tranquilli- 
ty of the city of Louisville, that merely “argu- 
ing” with a policeman could not violate the 
law. 

It is interesting that this case reached the 
Supreme Court because under Kentucky law 
the fines were too small to be reviewed in 
any state court. The Supreme Court has 
added to its stature by reviewing it.

Involved here is the intent of individual 
Congressmen as well as of Congress with re- 
spect to the labor movement generally. Also 
involved are the political ambitions of Secre- 
tary Mitchell, who could be Vice President 
Nixon’s running mate and who would be in- 
clined to give labor more of a break than 
Senator Goldwater. 

The bonding section of the act provides that 
every officer of a labor organization who han- 
dies funds is to be bonded “for the faithful 
discharge of his duties.” The question is 


whether each person must be bonded indi- 


vidually, or whether a blanket bond can be 
used to cover all such officers. The act. re- 
fers to the “bond of each such person” and 
for the most part seems to indicate individual 
bonds. But it also says ically that 


“such bonds shall be individual or schedule 


in form,” which seems to alternatives.

Transit Decision and Promise 
Mayor ‘Tucker’s rejection of Public Service 
Co.’s tax-and-transit package leaves the Mayor 
with the burden of coming up with a suitable 
alternative, which he promises within 30 days. 
That is fair enough. Transit is a sick busi- 
ness. The public interest requires that the 


patient’ be helped to recovery, if not by its 


own prescription than by some other. 

The company’s plan involved an offer to 
create a substantially improved all-bus sys- 
tem embracing city and county in return for 
the abatement of certain local taxes. The 
Mayor’s decision to reject it grows out of a 


detailed study of the economic effects of the 


proposal. This study was made by Henry P. 
Ingebritsen, the city’s public utilities 
engineer. } 

One important point brought out in the In- 
gebritsen study was that the $1,015,000 tax 
subsidy the company sought from St. Louis 
and nine county communities would, when 


. capitalized, amount to $16,900,000. Thus, it 


would be the equivalent of permitting Public 
Service Co. to earn 6 per cent on an invest- 
ment of $16,900,000 which it did not have to 
make. This would greatly enhance the value 
of the company. The report strongly suggests 
that if the St..Louis community ever is to go 
to public ownership of transit, this may be 


. the time; for to grant the subsidy now may 


make it more expensive to buy the company 
in the future. 

Public Service Co.’s es ge we think, is 
better than nothing. ~We favor public 
ownership on the ground it offers superior 
opportunities for increasing service. Along 
with the rest of the community we await the 
Mayor’s specific plan, and hope it provides 
the means to revive the sick patient.

Franklin Pierce Adams, “the ugly duckling 


of American journalism,” was a wit and host.

President’s Weakness at Summit 


WASHINGTON. 


N TUESDAY SENATOR GORE was surprised and worried 
when Secretary Herter told him that there is no agenda, no 


understanding about what is 


to be talked about at the summit 


meeting in May. Instead of a planned negotiation the four heads 
of government are to hold “‘two or three days” of conversation, 


some of it so private that not 
be present. 

Senator Gore did not seem to 
realize how much things have 
changed in Washington since the 
death of John Foster Dulles, who 
used to insist 
that the foreign 
ministers ought 
to »gree, or to 
be in virtual 
agreement, be- 
‘ore the heads of 
government are 
allowed to meet 
at all. Since the 
President has 
taken charge of +. 
foreign affairs, — 
he has reversed Gore 
this doctrine completely and has 
put his main faith in direét per- 
sonal contact with the heads of 
all foreign governments. 


This is not the only reason 
why, as Mr. Herter admitted, 
there is no plan tor the summit. 
The other reason is that for the 
time being at least the President 
is not the leader of the Western 
alliance. 


French-German Veto. 


He is unable to bring about an 
agreed Western policy on West 


Berlin and Germany, or indeed | 


on any other substantial issue. 
For Bonn and Paris together 
have a veto on Western policy, 
and they do not want any nego- 
tiation on the German question. 


This veto was first used efiec- 
tively in October, shortly after 
the Nixon visit to Russia and the 
Khrushchev visit to the United 
States. The veto .’as used to 
prevent a summit meeting in 


December or January for the | 


purpose of preparing the way for 
negotiations over Berlin. 

Both Gen. De Gaulle and Dr. 
Adenauer were determined to 
avoid a summit meeting until the 


momentum of the Soviet-Ameri- | 


can conversations had been dis- 
sipated. So the date of the sum- 
mit meeting was put off from 
January until May. During this 
interval diplomatic contact be- 
tween Moscow and Washington 
was reduced to awninimum. At 
the sarne time pressure was ex- 
ercised on fhe President to tie 
his own hands before he went to 
the summit meeting in May. 


Against East Germany. 


This pressure campaign 
reached its climax in Dr. Ade- 
nauer’s recent visit to this coun- 
try. While he was not wholly 
successful in that, as Secretary 
Herter told Senator Gore, the 
President can still talk about 
anything at the summit — the 
campaign had succeeded in pre- 
venting any serious negotiation 


even their foreign ministers will

of an agreed Western position at 
the summit. 


There is none of the “plan- 
| ning” that Senator Gore would 
|like because our French and 
| German partners do not want 
|any plans. They want to stand 
| pat on the status quo. 
| Why? Because any genuine 
| negotiation. about Berlin, even 
| though it ‘guaranteed the free- 
'dom of the city, would in some 
|form or another require an in- 
| creased recognition of the East 
| German government. At present, 
the East German government 
inspects and controls the civilian 
| traffic between West Germany 
and West Berlin. 
| It does not, however, control 
| allied traffic. This traffic is 
controlled by the Soviet Union. 
A new agreement which guaran- 
teed freedom of access to West 
| Berlin would almost inevitably 
have to bring in the East Ger- 
man government. 

This is the concession which 
| Dr. Adenauer wants at all costs 
‘to avoid, especially before the 
| German elections in 1961. He 
‘insists upon preserving the fic- 


tion that the East German state | 


does not exist and is untouch- 
able and unmentionable by the 
Western allies. In this stand 
France, for its own reasons, sup- 
ports him. 

When he spoke at the National 
Press Club in Washington, Dr. 
Adenauer indicated why he 
thinks there is no risk in re- 
fusing to negotiate with Mr. K. 


about Berlin. It is “my firm 
conviction,” he said, “that | 
Khrushchev ... does not want 
war... and will not risk his 


entire work, the development of 
the Soviet Union and the seven- 
year plan.” 

‘Calculated Risk. 

Convinced of this, Dr. Aden- 


auer does not fear the threat | 


which Mr. K. has made about 
Berlin. The threat is to sign a 
separate peace treaty with East 
Germany, and then to let the 
East Germans and the allies 
argue with each other about the 
right of access.

In Dr. Adenauer’s view, if the 


East Germans did, in fact, in- 
terrupt the traffic of the allies, 
the allies would push. through 
the obstacle, and the Soviet 
Union would not go to war 
about it. 

| This is the calculated risk 
which Adenauer and De Gaulle 
are prepared to take. I think 
the calculation may be justified, 
especially. if we think of the 
East Germans attempting an 
actual blockade and not merely 
a perpetual and varied harass- 
ment.

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Old Wild West When It Was News 


Stories From Dodge City Papers of 1870s Tell of Events as They Happened, Not TV Versions

TELEVISION PRESENTS the 
old Wild West in half-hour 
chunks softened at the begin- 
ning, the middle and the end 
by commercials with virtue tri- 
umphant at the finish, A Kan- 
sas newspaper, the Dodge City 
Daily Globe, recently issued a 
special edition that presents the 
Wild West as it really was, soft- 
ened only occasionally «by out- 
bursts of rugged humor and with 
virtue often running a poor sec- 
ond to whatever emergency 
measure was required to stay 
alive. ° 

The present editors of the 
Dodge City Globe went through 
their files and assembled a news- 
paper that consists of stories 
written in the 1870s and 1880s. 

An interview with the editor 
of the Dodge City Globe in the 
1870s, an on-the-scene account of 
the West when it was wild, is 
easily obtained. Just ask the 
questions. The answers are in 
the news stories of the Dodge 
City Daily Globe of the 1870s 
and 1880s. 

This is the interview. The an- 
swers of the editor, taken from 
his newspaper in the words he 
wrote, are in quotes: 

Mr. Editor, you’ve had oppo- 
Sition in Dodge, according to a 
story you ran concerning the 
first six months of the paper. 
You put a headline on it, 
“WE’RE STILL ALIVE.” 

“Christmas Day, 1877, our en- 
emies bombarded our office and 
smashed our windows. We could 
have sailed much smoother if 
we had courted the favors of 
‘the gang’ but we preferred to 
do otherwise and are now reap- 
ing our reward.” 

Horse-stealing seems to be a 
community problem. You ad- 
vocate pretty stern measures 
under this page-one article 
headed “‘HANG ’EM ANYWAY.” 

“It seems there is no legal 
remedy for this horse-thief busi- 
ness because the confederates of 
the thief when caught will per- 
jure him out. We advise the 
farmers to organize, If they can- 
not convict the thief, they can 
ornament a telegraph pole with 
him. 

“There are many horse thieves 
in this county. If the farmers 
hang any one of them they will 
not make a mistake. Even if 
they don’t get the chap who stole 
any particular horse, they are 
certain of getting a chap who 
would have stolen—if he had a 
chance, They ought to make an 
example of one or two of these 
scoundrels and if it don’t do 
any good, it won’t do any harm.” 

I see, so “Hang "Em Anyway.” 
You seem to have had a cam- 
paign going against toting six- 
shooters, too. 


“Something Must Be Done. 
Another shooting affair oc- 
curred on the South Side Sat- 
urday night when some cow- 
boys undertook to take pos- 
session of the bar in the Co- 
mique. We regret the ready use 
of pistols in such rows and 
would like to see a greater 
spirit. of harmony exist be- 
tween our officers and cattle- 
men so that snarling coyotes 
and killers could make their 
own fights without dragging 
good men into them. 


“Some of the boys in direct 
violation of City Ordinance carry 
firearms on our streets without 
being called to account for same. 
They do it in such an open man- 
ner that it don’t seem possible 
our city officers are ignorant of 
this fact. 

“There must be some reason 
for it. Is it because they belong 
to ‘the gang’? An honest man 
tending to his business doesn’t 
require the constant companion- 
ship of a six-shooter to make 
him feel easy and safe.” 

Bravely put, Mr. Editor. But 
I see a man just brought in an 
advertisement. What does the 
ad say? 

“A large lot of ammunition 
and a splendid assortment of 
the latest improved guns and 
pistols just arrived at F. C. 
Zimmermann’s.”’ ' 

I notice you took Zimnier- 
mann’s gun-earned money. Well, 
a man can’t run a newspaper 
crusade in Dodge City on right- 
eousness alone. But I see what 
you mean about the difficulty of 
getting a good night’s sleep in 
Dodge City. I’ve got a cross- 
sample of your headlines here, 
They’re noisy with gunfire: 


Dora’s Dead . . . Festive Re- 
volver . .. Another Killing— 
that was a stock head. You 
used it six times, I count... 
Shoot Bartender .. . Kill Mar- 
shal . . . Another Shooting Af- 
fray—that comes up as often as 
“Another Killing’ . . . Saloon 
Man Shot . . . A Sad Mistake, 
Joseph McDonald Shot Dead by 
the Marshal . . . Card Games 
Ehd in Shots . . . Bandit Dies 
in Gun Fight . .. Tally One 
More ... Fight af O.K. Corral 
—that was a telegraph report 
from Arizona . . . Wild Horse 
Hunter Shot . . . Shooting Ends 
Freeze-Out Game . . . Bullets 
Fly at Comique Saloon... 
Festive Revolver Shoots Again 
.« « » MARSHAL IS MURDERED 
. «- » Dead Texan. 

Now, in the stories you wrote 
under all those heads, Mr. Ed- 
itor, I notice a continuing pat- 
tern. Mighty few of these gun- 
fights were stand-up affairs in 
the street, as television dotes on. 
The several marshals shot and 
the saloon brawis mostly 
amounted to one man walking 
up to another man and shooting 
him from behind, or slipping 
the victim’s six-shooter out of 
his holster and giving it back to 
him a shot at a time. If you 
ever had a fair fight to report, 
please tell me about it. My 
faith in television as an his- 
torian badly needs shoring up. 

“Last Saturday about noon one 
of the most daring and danger- 
ous shooting scrapes took place 
that Dodge City has ever ex- 
perienced. 

“The facts as near as we can 
gather them are about as fol- 
lows. 

“A. J, Peacock and James 
Masterson have been partners 
in the dance hall and saloon 
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BAT MASTERSON, left, and WYATT EARP, as they appear in a special edition of the 


business in Dodge City and for 


smooth as polished glass. 


“A few weeks ago Mr. Al 


Updegraff was employed as 
bartender in the dance hall 


the invitation Bat 
came on the first train, arriv- 
ing here last Saturday morn- 
ing about 11:15. About the first 
objects that met his eyes were 
Peacock and Updegraff walk- 
across the street. 


“He hailed them and immedi- 
ately the shooting commenced. 
Masterson fortified himself be- 
hind an embankment near the 
railroad track, while Peacock 
and Updegraff took shelter «be- 
hind the corners of the cala- 
boose, Both sides continued to 
shoot for about three or four 
minutes, during which time the 
excitement along the street was 
rather lively as the shots from 
the calaboose party were in di- 
rect line with the stores and 
business houses. 

“When the shooting ceased it 
was found the pistols of Master- 
son and Peacock were empty 
while Updegraff had one shot 
left. Updegraff was the only 
man hurt. He was shot through

Traces of Albumin

Joseph Molner, M.D. 


ALBUMIN is a protein which 
is present in the blood. It be- 
longs there. It does not appear 
in the urine, at least not in 
amounts sufficient to be detect- 
ed by ordinary tests. 

When such tests do show al- 
bumin, it indicates something is 
out of the ordinary, It may be 
serious, or it may be of no im- 
portance. One of the serious 
things is kidney disease—nephro- 
sis, or nephritis, or (if you were 
a lot older than you are) it is 
found in people who have kid- 
ney disease brought on by ex- 
tensive hardening of the arteries. 

There is another possibility. 

If there is some infection of a 
kidney, the bladder, prostate, 
etc., then albumin will be 
found; but in this instance, the 
albumin is from the pus cells 
from the infection and does 
not mean that there is any- 
thing wrong in the functioning 
of the kidneys. 

But I hasten to add that some- 
times albumin is found when 
there is nothing wrong with the

kidneys or associated organs at 
all. Young people sometimes 
have albumin appear at or near 
adolescence. This is thought to 
be the. result of some minor dis- 
turbance or quirk in the way 
the body functions. 

Such cases are known as pos- 
tural (or orthostatic, or benign) 
albuminuria. In one study it was 
found that about 5 per cent of 
a group of healthy college stu- 
dents had such traces of albu- 
min. 

Likewise albumin is frequent- 
ly found. in athletes after a game 
or practice session. Athletes have 
been studied in sports from track 
to football and from boxing to 
rowing, with albumin showing up 
in thoroughly healthy, vigorous 
people after hard exertion. 

Sufficient examination should 
be undertaken to make sure that 
kidney disease or infection is 
not present—but after that has 
been ascertained, there may be 
no cause for concern,

PARTNER BIDS One Heart, 
next player passes, both sides 
vulnerable. What would you now 
bid with the following hands? 
1. @A 99 @KQ82 #Q16

1. Two diamonds. A game 
contract is inevitable, since we 
have an opening .bid facing an 
opening bid, but the best fina’ 
contract is uncertain at this 
point. We start representing 
our distribution and high card 
strength by bidding two dia- 
monds. The intentiof is to bid 
two spades over the expected 
two heart rebid. 

By naming diamonds first and 
spades later we show that the 
diamonds are of greater length 
because, if the suits were equal- 
ly long, the higher ranking suit, 
spades, would have been named 
first. Having thus represented 
five diamonds and four spades, 
partner may then be in a posi- 
tion to make a final determina- 
tion of the best contract. 


2. Three spades. This is a 
specialized bid indicating a long 
strong suit with little or no side 
strength. It is not a forcing bid 
and denies the high card values 
ordinarily associated with a nor- 
mal opening bid. Partner is ex- 
pected to pass with minimum 
values. 

3. Two clubs. This hand has 
the values for a two and a half 
heart raise. Rather than under- 
bid by raising to two hearts, 
which might result in missing a 
good game contract, or overbid 
by raising to three hearts, which 
might result in a poor game 
contract, we bid two clubs with 
the intention of next raising 
hearts. This sequence pegmits 
the game to be reached if part- 
ner voluntarily carries on, byt 
does not compel him te continue 
to game if he has only minimum 
values.

The New Films 


‘Ingenious Robbery Scheme 


PLANS for daring and complicated robberies are usually 
fascinating on the screen if well done, and Producer-writer 
Sydney Boehm and Director Henry Hathaway have turned 
out a good film yarn of this type in “SEVEN THIEVES,” 
“/ at the FOX THEATER. 

/ YP Edward G. Robinson, as an old master- 
mind known as “The Professor,” plans a 
last coup to top off his career, the burglary 
of the.Monte Carlo gambling, casino while 
it is in operation. He calls an old and 
broke American associate, Rod Steiger, in 
to be his right-hand man on the job. In 
the dives of Nice they come up with five confederates—— 
a sultry strip-teaser (Joan Collins), her effeminate musician 
companion (Eli Wallach), a scowling driver-mechanic (Berry 
Kroeger), a handsome debonair burglar (Michael Dante) 
and an official of the casino (Alexander Scourby), who has 
been roped in because he’s crazy about the strip-teaser. 

How this bizzare crew plots the robbery in every minute 
detail and executes it with a cover of impersonations—— 
Wallach, for instance, poses as a fabulously rich South 
American gambler who has a heart attack at a critical 
moment——is ingenious, absorbing and tremendously sus- 
penseful. I am afraid that in cleverly written crook plots 
like this the audjence identifies with the criminals——the 
suspense comes from audience fear they might bé caught. 
Tsk, tsk, of course, but it’s fun. Our consciences are helped 
by the fact that——in the movies, that is——the bad guys 
can’t possibly win in the end, a law as immutable as an 
astronomical table. 

This is where “Seven Thieves” falls down a bit. The 
otherwise ironic ending is a little spoiled by having two of 
the gang, Miss Collins and Steiger, suddenly turn noble, 
a most unlikely thing. It is far from convincing, but it 
still doesn’t spoil a gripping yarn. 

There is a well-done second. feature, “THE THIRD 
VOICE,” turned out by producer-director-writer Hubert Corn- 
field (a name not to be taken literally). This concerns an- 
other criminal plot, one set in Mexico, in which Edmond 
O’Brien and Laraine Day undertake to murdef a wealthy 
American business man and have O’Brien substitute for 
him to make away with a lot of his money. It has been 
told with a sort of stark economy, tenseness, convincing 
plot details and good camera work. The trick ending is a

Turgid But Powerful 

SERGEI EISENSTEIN, the Russian film director, planned 
as ‘his crowning work a trilory “IVAN THE TERRIBLE” 
about the first Czar of Russia (1530-1584). He finished Part I 
in 1943 (it has been shown here before) and Part II before 
his death in 1948. However, Part II is said 
to have displeased Stalin, and it was held 
up for release outside of Russia until last 
fall. Now Parts I-and II are showing at 
the APOLLO ART. 

This is a striking example of Eisenstein’ s 
genius, but it is also something of a chore 
; to sit through. He has done it on a scale 
of dramatic grandeur, -much larger than life, a sort of mas- 
sive orchestrated tragedy, of the scale of grand opera, with 
the dramatic impact often-aided by background chorale music 
and a brilliant score by Prokofieff. The cast, headed by Nikolai 
Chérkassov as Ivan, indulge in more eye-rolling, eye-popping, 
crouching, glowering, slinking and posturing than you’ve prob- 
ably ever seen, even in a Russian picture. The pace is almost 
painfully slow as reactions of the characters are recorded in 
numerous closeups. It is hamming on the grand scale, almost 
ridiculous at times in its exaggeration, and sometimes the 
film becomes tedious, 

But Ejisenstein’s groupings are magnificent. His grandly 
theatrical approach, his use of mass and lighting, his play 
of the camera on features, his use of vivid color in the 
banquet scéne where Ivan dupes his moronic cousin to assume 
his robes so as to be assassinated by mistake in a plot headed 
by the boy’s mother, are immensely impressive. The film 
mounts to a savage power, dark majesty and Olympian gran- 
deur at the end. 

Historically, it more or less whitewashes the massacres 
and tortures of the power-mad maniac Western history tells 
us Ivan was. Time magazine suggests that in: the obvious 
modern parallel in the purge of the boyars, Eisenstein was 
creating a rationalization and justification for Stalin’s purges 
—Ivan says in seli-pity that the boyars, the nobles who plotted 
against him, forced him into retaliation. 

There are other obvious modern parallels in the film— 
for instance, use of the White sea for the English to send 
supplies to Russia, when the Poles and Swedes, in their war 
against Ivan, close off'the Baltic. It ends with a typical Rus- 
sian propaganda threat, much like that in ‘Alexander Nev- 
sky”—fiow that Ivan has destroyed the enemies within Rus- 
sia, Russia will destroy the enemies without.

SENATOR STEPHEN M. YOUNG

CLEVELAND, March 25. 


STEPHEN M. YOUNG, United 
States Senator from Ohio, is 
probably the happiest man in 
Congress. 

Short and sometimes short- 
tempered, T7l-year-old Steve 
Young is having the time of his 
life. 

After decades as one of Cleve- 
land’s most successful attorneys 
—first as a fiery prosecutor who 
sent six. men to the electric 
chair, then ag a resourceful de- 
fense counsel] who never lost a 
client to capital punishment— 
he thoroughly enjoyg every as- 
pect ef membership in the ex- 
clusive 100-seat lawmaking body 
that determines many major na- 
tional policies. 

He also delights in being able 
to do what comes naturally to 
Steve Young, which is to punc- 
ture a.critic with a rapier re- 
tort, disintegrate him with words 
or merely riddle him with, ridi- 
cule—and all this with no qudge 
rapping a gavel, ruling him out 
of order and threatening him 
with contempt of court. 

Any constituent who writes 
Senator Young a denunciatory 
letter and expects a fawning, 
conciliatory reply is destined for 


a rude awakening. An explo- 


sive reply may come by mail, 
telegram or personal phone call. 

“Moron” ., . “uninformed 
idiot” . . . “drop dead” , 
“hoondoggling bureaucrats’ and 
sub-average planners feeding at 
the public trough” . . . “puffed- 
up patriots and self-appointed 
censors” . “white-maned os- 
trich” ... . “plumose pipsqueak.” 

These are some of the phrases 
Young has shot at critics since, 
to everyone’s amazement, in- 
cluding his own, the election re- 
sults transformed him from a 
perennial defeated candidate for 
public offices into a United 
States Senator. 

It was the final achievement of 
a goal he had sought for 60 years, 
ever since as a small boy he 
asked his father at the Huron 
County Fair: “Daddy, why are 
all those people tipping their hats 
to that man?” 


“Why, son,” Judge Stephen 
Young replied, “that’s a United 
States Senator — Senator Joseph 
B. Foraker of Ohio.” 


“When I grow up,” Steve re- 
plied, “I’m going to be a United 
States Senator.” 

Like his other ambitions, this 
one took a.long time to achieve. 

For example, Steve had a no- 
tion to becorhe an Army officer, 
and dreamed of participating in 
military campaigns. He enlisted 
as a private in the National 
Guard, and was excited when his 
unit was ordered to the Mexican 
border in 1916. 


“We never got beyond El 
Paso,” he recalls ruefully. ‘‘The 
only troops that crossed the bor- 
der after Pancho Villa were 
Black Jack Pershing’s regulars.” 

In World War I, Young was an 
artillery private who never got 
overseas. He was in officers’ 
training school when Armistice 
day arrived. 


After the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, Young quit his 
lucrative law practice and en- 
listed again—this time being com- 
missioned a major in military 
government. He was discharged 
as a much decorated colonel. 

Although Young fought at An- 
zio, marched through Italy with 
the Fifth Army, entered Rome 
with ‘‘the spearhead of the liber- 
atior. force,” and served as mili- 
tary governor of the 600,000 popu- 
lation province of Reggio, his 
greatest World War II accom- 
plishments were probably liter- 
ary. 
One was a letter to his grand- 
daughter, Gail Richardson, in 
which he vividly described the 
sight of an Italian girl, huddled 
fearfully in a doorway, clutching 
a shabby doll, as Allied tanks 
rumbled past her home on their

way to meet an attacking Ger- 
man panzer division. 


“Suddenly,” Young wrote, “‘it 
seemed to me that the little 
Italian child represented and 
was symbolic of the little people 
everywhere — clinging to their 
own and stepping back a little 
as the menacing vehicles of 
cruelty and aggression and the 
hatred of war rattled past.” 

The future Senator told how 
he, an American corporal and 
a British sergeant stood together 
for a moment on that Italian 
road, watching the pathetic child 
listen to the distant rumble of 
gunfire, and then moved forward 
towards the front, more deter- 
mined than ever to help win vic- 
tory “for the children who hold 
their dolls the same way all 
over the world.” 


In another eloquent letter, 
Young told a Cleveland family 
of the misery endured by their 
son because he had réceived 
no letters from home for sev- 
eral months. But don’t bother 
to write him now, the colonel 
advised, Frankie died at dawn 
in a Nettuno foxhole. 


Despite this background, Young 
found himself accused of “‘un- 
Americanism” recently. Repre- 
sentative Gordon Scherer, Cin- 
cinnati Republican and member 
of the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee, objected to 
the Senator making a speech to 
a civil liberties group in New 
York. 

“It would be a good thing for 
Ohio if the voters catch up with 
Scherer and defeat him next No- 
vember,” Young retorted. ‘“‘This 
self-pronounced patriot never 


wore the uniform of his coun-. 


try in time of war. He enjoyed 


the safe salaried position as 
safety director of Cincinnati 
while millions of us were over- 
seas in combat.” 


For a few weeks, the irate 
Senator was busy whipping off 
snappy retorts to letter writers 
who accused him of ‘“‘softness’”’ 
to Communism. Some letters he 
merely slapped into an efvelope 
and returned as “unworthy of 
the slightest consideration.” 

Opposing the loyalty oath re- 
quirement attached to federal 

loans for college educations, 
Young sarcastically ‘suggested 
that every farmer and social se- 
curity account holder receiving 
a federat check be required to 
take a similar pledge. 

Steve Young has been a 
stormy, controversial figure 
ever since he entered public 

life in Ohio. As chief criminal 
division assistant of the Cuya- 
hoga County prosecutor’s of- 
fice, he tried 68 first-degree 
murder cases, ani sent six men 
to electrocution. He prose- 
cuted 218 jury cases—an all- 
time record—in one year, and 
established a mark of 90 per 
cent convictions. 


When he shifted to “the other 
side,’ he became defense attor- 
ney for Cleveland’s most notori- 
ous racketeers when they fouad 
themselves in serious legal diffi- 
culties. 


Oldtimers at the Cuyahoga 
County Courthouse still relish 
relating the manner in which 
Young won acquittal for Tom 
Sanfillipo, gambler charged with 
the killing of Robert L. Fire- 
stone, former Ohio racket ruler. 

Major evidence against San- 
fillipo was his hat, which the 
prosecution claimed was found 
near the murder scene. Young, 
who argued that the hat had 
been planted, convinced the jury 
with Weather Bureau and Coast 
Guard testimony that the hat 
couldn’t have reached the posi- 
tion in which it was allegedly 
found unless it drifted a consid- 
erable distance against the wind. 

In another case, Young won a 
not-guilty verdict for a client ac- 
cused of robbery and positively 
identified by several witnesses 
by a simple expedient whic. won 
him a denunciation from the trial 
judge for “trickery.” During a 
trial recess, Young had his client 
change jackets with another man. 
The other man sat down at the 
trial table—and was repeatedly 
pointed out by witnesses as the 
man who robbed them. 

“The law provides that the de- 
fendant must be in the court- 
room,” Young said, ‘‘but doesn’t 
specify where he must sit. Wal- 
lace Lee, arise!” 

A grinning defendant stood 
up—and went frée. 

At one point in his career, 
Young was threatened with dis- 
barment and compelled to stand 
trial before a panel of three out- 
of-town judges on charges of am- 
bulance chasing. He was ruled 
not guilty. Later, some of the 
same lawyers who pressed the 
charges voted to elect him presi- 
dent of the Cuyahoga County Bar 
Association—from which position 
he campaigned against the Amer- 
ican Bar Association’s ban on 
courtroom photography. 

Young’s political career includ- 
ed defeats for mayor of Cleve- 
land, governor of Ohio, congress- 
man, United States Senator, Ohio 
secretary of state and state at- 
torney general. He was beaten 
for some of the offices several 
times, both in primaries and gen- 
eral elections. 

He did win two terms as 
Congressman-at-large, during 
which he was an ardent sup- 
porter’ of former President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s. New 
Deal program, and became a 
firm friend of former President 
Harry Truman, who was then 
senator from Missouri. 

Two political forces which 
helped defeat Young for re-elec- 
tion to Congress were the pro- 
hibitionists and the followers of 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend, who 
then had their national head- 
quarters in Cleveland. Young 
termed Townsend’s pension 
scheme “‘a phantasmagoric plan” 
espoused by “‘conscienceless agi-

As a newcomer to the Senate, 
Young also broke precedent by 
refusing the usual freshman as- 
signment to the District c’ C 
lumbia committee, “‘The peop. 
of Ohio didn’t elect me to serve 
on the Washington city council,” 
he snapped. 

His insistence on important 
assignments won Young mem- 
bership on the space, public 
works and agriculture commit- 
tees. He is one of the most regzu- 
lar attendants at all cor ~ittee 
meetings, and also one f the 
most frequent presiding officets 
of the Senate in the nur ‘s 
‘bsences of Vice President R.ch- 
ard Nixon. 

“You know,” Young confides, 
“I’m tremendously impressed by 
‘he importance of eve: vote I 
‘ast in the United States Senate. 

“There are 435 members of 

‘he House, and few issues there 
are resolved by a single vote. 
But in the Senate, one, two or 
three votes very often can 
change our national destiny, or 
affect the welfare of millions of 
people.” 

Steve Young tries to remem- 
ber his obligation to the little 
girl clutching a dirty doll in an 
Italian doorway, as well as to 
the girls and boys back home 
in Ohio. 

In excellent health, Young 
keeps his weight down to a trim 
152 pounds by working out in 
the Senate gym, playing tennis, 
taking square dancing lessons 
with his second wife and trying 
to keep up with his children and 
grandchildren. Both his sons, 
one of whom recently died of 
cancer, served in the Navy in 
World War II. His first wife, 


Young startled his fellow 
senators when, being sworn 
into office, he refused to per- 
mit his Ohio colleague and fel- 
low Democrat, Senator , Frank 
J. Lausche, to escort him down 
the aisle. Lausche, said Young, 
had snubbed him during the 
campaign, and could now swal- 
low some of his own medicine. 


The Junior Senator also 
caused some amazement in 
“the greatest deliberative body 
on earth” by making public a 


he would “vote to dismiss from 
the public payroll all snoopers, 
sneaks, decoys, spies and in- 
formers.” 


With this hefty backlog of foes, 
no one—including Steve Young— 
expected him to unseat former 
Senator John W. Bricker, the 
popular former governor of Ohio. 
Bricker was considered so in- 
vincible in 1958 that Young won 
the Democratic nomination for 
Senator by default, since no other 
candidate filed for the nomina- 
tion. 

During the campaign, Demo- 
cratic politicians considered 
Young so unimportant and hope- 
less a member of their ‘ticket 
that he frequently was introduced 
last at party rallies—even after 


who was a close friend of both

Young says he intends to keep 
on “‘telling off’’ constituents who 
irritate him—just as he did the 
days when he had still unrealized 
political ambitions. 

“I’m a servant of the people,” 
he explains, “but I’m not a 
sve to be kicked around, I’m 
an ordinary fellow, but I guess 
I ‘have a pretty low boiling 
point.”

Bloody Violence 


NEW YORK, March 25. 
IT WAS GOOD TO READ that the House of Representa- 


tives rejected a Southern curb on vote referees and has 
passed its civil rights bill and sent it to the Senate. 

There is no question that the South will continue to fight 
and even produce a filibuster to prevent a final vote on a 
civil rights bill. But slowly the vote is coming and all these 
objections by the Southern group will do nothing more than 
delay the inevitable end. 


The rioting in South Africa that caused the 
police to shoot down and kill a fairly large number 
of people was a deplorable action to read about. 
The demonstration was against a law that requires 
African natives to carry passes at all times, and 
the police have the power to arrest any native found 
without this pass. We do not have our own house 
sufficiently well in order to do more than say how 
sad we feel whenever outbreaks such as this cause 
bloodshed. We only wish we could set a better exam- 
ple ourselves. 


Passive resistance is being tried in South Africa, but 
so often what begins as passive resistance turns into violence 
and those who are unarmed are the ones who suffer most. | 
But perhaps in the long run the conscience of mankind | 
will be touched and we will apply some of the longing we 
have for peace in the world to our local situations and 
realize that peace toward our neighbors has to come from 
within our hearts before we can have it betwéen peoples 
of different lands. 


I HOPE the Westinghouse Broadcasting Co. is getting a 
favorable reaction t@ its series, ‘Reading Out Loud.” A 
number of people have talked with me about the enjoyment 
they derived from some of the programs. 


Everyone who watched and listened to Archi- 
bald MacLeish reading aloud to his grandchildren 
must have enjoyed hearing poetry read with such 
evident zest and listened to with such pleased atten- 
tion.

Heavy Bird Loss in Snow 


By Leonard Hall 


AS WE looked out the windows 
yesterday at the great num- 
ber and variety of birds at the 
feeding trays, we thought about 
conditions as we have seen them 
across a thousand wintry miles 
in recent weeks. Volumes have 
been written and spoken about 
feeding the birds during March's 
stormy weather and the over 


program has undoubtedly never | 


been equaled in history. But 
comprehensive as it is, the wild- 
life loss from March’s protract- 
ed snow and ice is probably 
beyond calculatian. 

Wildlife biologists tell us there 

are many winters when bird 
feeding cannot be justifieé as an 
absolute necessity, at least as 
far as the larger and stronger 
birds are concerned. Birds saved 
by feeding, in other words, are 
only a small proportion of those 
normally lost each winter to 
natural causes, with an adequate 
breeding stock still surviving for 
the forthcoming season. ‘ 
' This is not to say, however, 
that the feeding activities car- 
ried on by countless thousands 
of nature lovérs across America 
should be discontinued, because 
few activities could be more 
valuable. First of all, songbird 
habitat is nearly always in short 
supply, especially during cold 
weather and around our homes. 
As long as feeding is done 
regularly and the diet includes 
the necessary balance of pro- 
teins and carbohydrates, this 
activity saves many birds. It 
also provides one of the few 
opportunities many of us have 
for constant, daily contact with 
the world of nature. 


WHEN IT COMES to a winter 
such as this one, normal rules 
about bird feeding being unnec- 
essary are out the window. This 
applies not only to ouf resident 
game species such as bobwhite, 
but to many kinds of songbirds 
and even to some furbearers.

Accumulating snow and ice over 
vast areas of the Midwest have 
literally created desert condi- 
tions for all of these creatures. 
The situation has been made 
much worse by the fact that 
many migratory songbirds have 
already started up the flyways, 
only to be trapped by frigid 
weather»along the way. 

We first began to realize this 
problem as we drove north 
through Texas from the Mexican 
border. The first species we saw 
in large numbers along the high- 
ways were the mourning doves 
and meadowlarks. Both of these 
winter as far north as Missouri 
but are also found well south 
into Mexico. Mourning doves 
especially seem to need a large 
amount of grit to help grind 
their grain diet and often visit 
the highway shoulders to collect 
this grit. Meadowlarks probably 
use the highway edges for both 
grit and grass seed. They have 
developed a tolerance for the 
whizzing traffic that is extremely 
odd. Instead of flying when a 
car or truck passes, they simply 
face away from the highway 


tinue feeding without paying any 
attention to the roaring wheels 
a couple of feet away. 


THE FIRST SNOW we struck 
was as far south as Austifi and 
from there north to Brownwood 
and Oklahoma City there were 
countless thousands of meadow- 
larks along the roads. They 
‘were, in fact, the dominant 
species; but it seemed doubtful 
they were suffering, because 
the snow had not yet gotten 
deep. At Oklahoma City, how- 
ever, we experienced a fall. of 
about two feet and from there on 
north. it piled higher and higher. 
At Stillwater where we visited 
Fred and Margaret Baumgart- 
ner, we spent an hour with 
Margaret at her traps where 
she has banded birds for more 
than 10 years. The big Harris 
sparrows, one of the handsom- 
est members of this family, 
were appearing in numbers; 
but there were also others which 
are common here in Missouri: 
white-throats, field, tree, and 
song, to mention a few. 


As we came still farther north, 
conditions grew steadily worse 
and the number of birds depend- 
ing on the highway shoulders 
for grit and grass seed grew 
larger. The first species we 
found in very large numbers 
were the longspurs which belong 
to the finch family. Some of 
these breed in. the northern 
Great Plains, some far up into 
tte Arctic; and a few are re- 
ported in the St. Louis area 
each year. The flocks we saw 
generally totaled several hun- 
dred in number; but on occasion 
we observed fields that were 
literally covered and where the 
total number of birds must have 
run to 10,000 or even more. 

Everywhere we visited, the 
effort to get some grain out for 
these birds, especially for such 
game species as the prairie 
chickens, pheasants and bob- 
whites, was going forward. We 
only hope it was well-enougn
